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O MUCH fun has been poked at the 
designs of New Zealand health 
stamps that collectors may be 
led to overlook a most important 
point—the greatest number sold in any 
one issue has been but 1,250,057 copies! 
This is less than the number of copies 
printed of the imperforate Lincoln me- 
morial stamp of 1909! You may be 
amazed to learn that the shortest sale of 
these health stamps accounted for only 
74,804 copies! Yet this short issue can 
be purchased for less than 25 cents. 
Perhaps, some day, the world will beat 
a path to the door of the person who 
holds a stock of these stamps. Austral- 
asians have been predicting that situa- 
tion several years and, doubtless, there 
are those who have taken the tip. 
It is a bit difficult to understand why 


the 1932 issue, boasting a good sale, 
should be catalogued at 50 cents and 
the short printing of 1931 at 25 cents 
but the demand is due probably to the 
1932 design, of which more later. 

The idea of health stamps originated 
eight years ago and a determined effort 
to keep them out of the charity class 
has been successful. While there is a 
premium, equal to face, on each stamp 
the public understands that the money 
is for health work among children and 
that the results have justified the gov- 
ernment’s sponsorship of the annual 
Christmas time stamp sale. 

The first issue in 1929 pictured a war 
nurse and sales of stamps reached 592,- 
844 copies. The same design, with a 
change of inscription, followed in 1930 
but sales dipped to 215,543. In 1931 an 
ill fated experiment was tried. Two 
stamps, picturing children, were offered. 
One was a 2d stamp and it sold 111,929 
copies; the second, a 1d accounted for 
but 74,904 sales. 

In 1932 a design submitted by W. J. 
Wood and R. Tripp was accepted by the 
Post office for the health stamp of that 
year. The die was cut by a Wellington 
engraver and the government printing 
office produced the stamp. It was the 
first line engraved issue to be entirely 
Produced in New Zealand. Complete 
sheets consisted of sixty stamps, six 
horizontal rows of ten subjects. 

The design earned much unfavorable 





publicity throughout the world. The un- 
clothed female figure, saluting the rising 
sun with a goblet in one hand and a 
snake in the other, was described in the 
philatelic press as a glaring example of 
the evils of all-night indulgence in 
strong drink and the serpent was 
ascribed to the muddled state of the 
lady’s mind. The design really repre- 
sented Hygeia, the goddess of health. 

Three stamps from each sheet produced 
by one of the plates are found in a pale 
shade and with much detail of design 
lacking. These light prints were the re- 
sult of a faint impression of the die in 
on corner of the plate. 

The Australian Stamp Monthly was 
one of those journals that criticized the 
1932 stamp so a very slightly different 
attitude was assumed toward the 1933 
issue. It’s reference to the stamp was 
captioned: The Result of a ‘Night Out.’ 

“Twelve months ago, we, unfortun- 
ately, adopted a tone of levity with re- 
gard to ‘Hygeia’ and were taken very 
seriously to task in certain quarters,” the 
magazine stated. “This yeer, such a 
tone is impossible as the design is one 
of extreme seriousness. (We now assume 
a solemn expression.) From the exact 
center of the foreground we see the 
Broad and Easy Path winding away into 
the distance. It passes (on the left) the 
last vegetation (a tropical, or least, semi- 
tropical palm)—the only tree which can 
survive sulphurous fumes of the district. 
The Path leads, of course, to the Ulti- 
mate Destination (we are not permitted 
to use the usual word of four letters), 
which is graphically depicted in the back- 
ground. A smoke ring from one of the 
larger cauldrons is seen in the sky at 
at the left. The stamp is, naturally, 
printed in a fiery red. 

“We thus have the completion of the 
allegory commenced last year, and ob- 
serve the inevitable result of dissipation 


such as was then depicted. We need 
not stress the moral, which we are sure 


all our readers will appreciate.” 





the small HEALTH at the right. The 
letters LT are smaller and out of align- 
ment. The word POSTAGE also has 
been redrawn. The O is much too large, 
spreading across the P. 

In 1934 came the crusader design and 
257,855 copies were sold in the four 
months it remained on sale. 

On Sept. 30, 1935, the Key to Health 
issue appeared and 1,250,057 sales had 
been made when the stamps were with- 
drawn from use on Jan. 11, 1936. The 
design is truly an oddity for Mr. S. Hall 
of Wellington, the artist, has the public 
looking through a keyhole at a little boy 
playing on a New Zealand beach. 

The stamps were printed on the rotary 
press at Melbourne, Australia, by John 
Ash and while produced in sheets of 192, 
these were cut into panes of 48 before 
being placed on sale. There were plate 
numbers on each corner of the original 
sheets. 

Mr. S. J. Berry of Wellington pre- 
pared the design for the last health 
stamp and John Ash again produced it. 
The central design is the head of a 
smiling little girl as seen through a life 
belt. Sprays of Kowhai leaves and 
flowers appear in the frame and the 
background is a health camp for chil- 
dren. The stamps again appeared in 
panes of 48 and combinations of two 
plate numbers were available. The issue 
has been retired and another will appear 
this fall. 

Enough first day covers for the various 
issues exist so that a copy of each may 
be obtained at no great expense. In 1935 
the New Zealand government prepared 
an official first day cover for sale at 
all post offices.

The stamps were introduced on Nov. 
1, 1932, and while British collectors and 
others specializing in Egyptian items 
displayed some interest in the oddities 
there was little other demand in phila- 
telic circles. In fact, the stamps even 
appeared in mixtures emanating from 
England. 

Some 27,000 concession stamps were 
overprinted for the King George V 
Jubilee celebration and placed on sale, 
without advance notice, on May 6, 1935. 
Collectors were unaware of the situation 
until letters, franked with the seals, 
began to appear in England. There was 
no opportunity for dealers or specu- 
lators to lay in stocks. Even soldiers in 
Egypt were unable to obtain any quan- 
tity for a limit was placed on sales, no 
eligible buyer receiving more than four 
copies at any one time. 

Prices for these “rarities” soared and 
it has been predicted that concession 
Jubilees eventually will reach a level 
many hundreds of times face value. 
Used copies seem to be much more 
scarce than mint specimens. 

The type of seal overprinted for the 
Jubilee celebration was the second de- 
sign to be used by the military forces 
in Egypt. The first, of similar size, 
bore a seal of the N. A. A. F. I. (Navy, 
Army, Aerial Forces Institute) and was 
printed by the institute but later issues 
were produced by Harrison & Sons in 
London.

The exhibitor received an 
award for his ingenuity in presenting a 
display of torn, skinned, straight edge 
and otherwise generally uncollectable 
stamps which were mounted in such a 
way as to tell a story. More power to 
the chap who can do something with 
that which baffles most others.

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English “Controls” 





With the introduction of the photo- 
gravure process of printing English 
stamps our cousins on the “tight little 
isle’? are going in for the collection of 
what they describe as “controls.” We 
will not be astonished if the practice 
gains some headway in the United States 
as Britain certainly has entered a new 
era of stamp design that should make its 
postage more popular over here. 

The collecting of controls has a deep 
seated appeal because it is similar in 
many respects to our well established 
pursuit of plate numbers. And, what 
is important, the cost of collecting these 
items is not great since none of the 
stamps have taken on age and most 
can be obtained at a slight premium 
above face value. Anyone who cares to 
get in touch with a postmaster or two 
in smaller English villages might even 
manage to pick up quite a lot of cur- 
rent controls at face value. 

The illustration shows a control num- 
ber—a fractional V/37—as it appears 
on a block taken from the lower left 
corner of a sheet. The control consists 
of the serial letter—in this case a V— 
and the last two figures of the year of 
issue. It is found in the side margin of 
the sheet above the second horizontal 
row of perforation.

other number—a small numeral which 
identifies the copper cylinder from 
which the sheet was printed. Each cyl- 
inder prints two sheets, side by side, 
simultaneously, and the cylinder number 
has a variation to distinguish the side 
of the cylinder from which it came. The 
right hand side of the cylinder carries 





a number with a period. There is no 
period after the number on the left hand 
side. 


This is control collecting in its simplest 
form and it may be expanded no end by 
dipping into the study of retouches, the 
types of perforation employed, etc. 


The most popular form of collecting 
controls in England seems to be in 
blocks of six, three vertically by two 
horizontally, although strip-of-three col- 
lecting has its followers. 

We are indebted to Mr. H. P. Cooke 
for considerable information on this sub- 
ject as he recently discussed the topic 
in the Philatelic Magazine. He stated 
that a complete collection of blocks of 
six of all values produced during a con- 
trol period (controls change every six 
months) would approximate $26. De- 
nominations up to the 3d might be ob- 
tained for about $8. This expenditure 
spread over six months would not be a 
burden on any collector. He estimated 
that all perforation varieties could be 
included in a complete collection of 
values for something like $37. 


Well, it’s something to think about, 
anyway. I dare say that no one is show- 
ing a nice collection of Great Britain 
control blocks at your next club meeting. 
This may be the tip you have been 
waiting for.—D. H.

Letters from north and south of the U. S. 
this week and one giving both airmail and new 
issue news. Looks like we are chiseling on Ray 
Shepard’s column with new issue stuff. Well, 
here it is. : 

“Pro-Faro a Colon” 

The Pan-American flight ‘“‘Pro-Faro a Colon” 
(in behalf of Columbus Lighthouse) will start 
from Ciudad Trujillo, Republica Dominicana, 
on Aug. 3, date of the sailing of the fleet 
of Columbus from the Port of Palos de Moguer, 
and to commemorate this good-will flight a 
series of airmail stamps have been authorized: 
10c scarlet, 15c purple, 20c blue, 25c magenta, 
30c yellow green, 50c chestnut, 75c olive and 
$1.00 red-orange. 

All mail leaving Dominicana on Aug. 3 
will be franked with these stamps, the stamps 
going on sale Aug. 1. ; 

Design for the 20, 30 and 75c is the pro- 
jected lighthouse and three planes in flight with 
the wording “Vuelo Panamericano Pro-Faro a 
Colon” in upper line and ‘‘Republica Domini- 
cana” in lower line with dates ‘“‘3 de agosto 
1492 y de agosto 1937.” The 10 and $1 
designs shows three of Columbus’ ships. The 
15, 25 and 50c show three planes in flight and 
island of Santo Domingo in background. Leg- 
ends on all values the same. 

Airmail rate to the U. S. is 10c plus 3c 
postage or 13c, the rate increasing with the 
weight. Those desiring first day covers may 
obtain them by sending 13c for air mail plus 
2c for forwarding and handling to Jose Pena 
Sanchez, Dr. Baez No. 25, Ciudad Trujillo, 
Dominican Republic. 

This is your chance to get a first day cover 
and special air mail flight cover. 


The above was the letter from the south and 
now for one from the north, thanks to Mrs. 
P. J. O'Connor of Vancouver. She sends clip- 
pings in connection with air activities of Van- 
couver Discussion of a Vancouver-New 
Zealand air route will be made at the Imperial 
Conference according to Sir Eric Geddes, presi- 
dent of Imperial Airways and Vancouver's air- 
port will be a vital factor.
